Flower Planting Important 

It frequently happens that 
those who unacquainted 
with the habits of flowers and 
what weniher conditions they 
will stand lose cither seeds or 
plants by sowing or planting 
them at the wrong time or un- 
der unfavorable soil conditions. 

The temptation to sow 
flower seeds of all kinds out. 
side as soon as the soil is dry 
enough tn the Spring, vot think- 
ing of the cold frosty weather 
which is to follow, the result 
being that many seeds rot in 
the ground without germinat- 
ing, others periminate but soon 
after they appear above the 
ground they are killed by trost. 
It is, then desiruble to have 
some idea of the kinds of seed 
which may be sown very early 
und those plants of which the 
seeds should not be planted un. 
til the suil is warmer or danger 
of frost nearly over,

Million Realized In 
Rosetown Land Sale 


«‘Rosetown, Sask.—The largest 
amount realized from the sale 
vf school lands in the provinee, 
was secured ut the Dominion 
government sale here on April 
5 and 6, the total being g1,216,- 
248 At least. 2,0U0 people were 
in town during the sale, and as 
many as 1,000 attended the auc- 
tion at one time, 

The total acreage sold was 
72,860, only 463 parcels out of 
1,101 being sold. The highest 
price realized was g67 an acre 
tor land near Sovereign. ‘The 
total average was $16.60, In 
the case of the g67.00 bid, the 
highest to date in the province, 
the bidding first went up to 
102 00 an acre for the quarter 
sectlon.

Motor trucks and especially | 
cconstructed horse drawn wagons,

I think so, 

Then why is that so much more 
money is spent on safeguarding the 
Stockbroker’s life and health than 
the farmer's? 

Why is it that to keep the stock- 


| broker healthy, the big city has an 


efficient medical health officer, work- 
ing all day, every working day in the 


| year, and an excellent health depart- 


ment, while the farmer has only an 
overworked, part-time” county medi- 
cal health officer to advise him about 
what to do in order to keep from 
getting sick ? 

Of course, it is an excellent thing 
that the city people should have 
their big health organization to pro- 


tect them against typhoid, smallpox, 


diphtheria and all the other diseases 
that kill so many thousands of Cana- 
dians, every year, long before they 
their three-score-and- 
ten, 

Yor it has been proven beyond a 
doubt that in Toronto, for just one 
instance, there would be 2,700 more 
deaths every year if it were not for 
the activities of the Toronto Medical 
Health Officer and his staff, in keep- 


ing sicknes down and saving lives 
from disease. 
But if that is the case, and it un- 


doubtedly is, then why shouldn't peo- 
ple in the country, and in towns and 
villages share in all these life-sav- 
ing advantages? Their lives are just 
as important to Canada as the lives 
of city dwellers. We are all Cana- 


dians, Yet, every year, in rural 
and semi-rrual Canada, thousands of 
lives ure lost that could have been 


saved, if these places had the same 
public health work done for them, 
that the cities have. 

The answer is that public health 


work, though It saves Ilves, costs 
money. And the big cities have the 
money to spend while the rural 
counties have not. 

But is that altogether fair? Al- 
ready many prominent Canadians 


are beginning to decide that it is not. 
More and more, people are beginning 
to think that health is a national as- 
set, more valuable than gold mines 


| or railways, and as valuable as crops 


and rain, and that it must be con- 
served.

ers’ Building, Toronto, Mr. Tisdale! 
had been telling the ‘class’ of the

Traffic Increases 


Number Of Cars Entering Canada 
From U.S, Increasing Rapldly 
Each Year 
The Official figures on the number 
of tourists’ automobiles which enter- 
ed Canada in 1928, have been await- 


ed with considerable interest. In the 
release by the Department of Na- 
tional Revenue, of figures for the 


number of foreign automobiles enter- 
ed at customs’ ports, is found full 
confirmation of the increase in tour- 
ist traffic forecasted by the earlier 
statements of various provincial au- 
thorities, There was an increase of 
nearly 500,000 in the number of cars 
which entered Canada last year, 
compared with 1927, the 1928 total 
motor cars comparing 
with 3,153,800 in the earlier year. 
The mere statement that 1928 
a record breaking year for tourist 
travel in Canada does not full 
justice to the figures, comments the 
Department of the Interior, through 
its Natural Resources Intelligence 
Service. This service, which has

Channel Tunnel Work 
Started Years Ago 


Belief That Part Of Undertaking May 
Be In Fair Condition 

High interest is being shown all 
over Great Britain at the possibility 
of a channel tunnel between Dover 
and Calais. 

It is recalled by residents of 
Dover (Kent), that it is 44 years ago 
that work was begun both in France 
and England on a tunnel, and many 
are of the opinion that parts of it 
may still be in tolerably good condi- 
tion. 

One of the workmen who helped 
dig the tunnel in 1885 showed a cor- 
respondent the entrance at the foot 
of the Shakespeare cliff, Dover, 
about two miles outside the town of 
Dover. 

Descending some hundreds of feet 
by a series of uneven steps cut in the 
chalky face of the cliff you arrive at 
a light railroad belonging to a dis- 
used coal mine near by where can 


be plainly seen a slight depression | 


in the soft soil beneath the railway 
sleepers, That is the tunnel and un- 
derneath are the foundations of the 
old engine house where the air was 
pumped into the excavators, 

The tunnel shaft was filled in when 
the coal mine was opened, but the 
actual tunnel was left untouched, It 
was only a “pilot” tunnel to explore 
the strata and by the time about a 
mile and a half had been completed 
it was decided to carry on with the 
scheme. 

The work was continued for about 
another mile when suddenly the 
work was stopped both on the Eng~ 
lish side as well as the French. 

The original plan was that the en- 
trance should be at Shakespeare 
Cliff, Dover, so that the trains com- 
ing from London could enter the tun- 
nel after coming along the coast 
from Folkestone,
